INTERCEPTED CORRESPONDENGE, 


From the Spanish General Morillo to the 
War Minister in Madrid 
Head-quarters, Mompoz March 7, 1816. 
(No 18—P rivate.) 
Mosr EXCELLEKT SIR, 

From the moment of my first arsjval in the 
waters of Venezuela, Ì have informed his ma- 
jesty of every thing [ considered cunducive to 
the tranquillity and security of these dominions 
of the king ; lately from Carthageaa 1 gave 
due netice of the wants of this Viceroyalty, and 
now 1 consider it my duty again to insist on 
the vrgency of aid being sent out, especially to 
Venezuela. 

Ia proportien as T have been sending troops 
to Pera and Porto Rico, and the king's army 
has been occupying the points evacusted by 
the rebels, the army has been weakened by 
being so much scattered, which, added to 
sickness and reductions of every kind, has now 
dwindled it to a mere evkeletun, compared 
with the extent of country it covers, and the 
enemies braving it in front, especially in Vene- 
zuels. 

At the time Margaritta was taken, the fuzi- 
tives went tn Carthagena, and to organize 
traaps in the kingdom of Santa Fé, another 

artion of thein remsiaing in the foreign is- 
fia waiting for the opportunity of a diminu- 
tion in the forces of this army, as well as tto 
other attentions, in order to revolutionize Cu- 
mana, Margeritta and Guayana, united wich 
the maltcontents from France and speculators 
from England. 

Carthagena has been taken, and they have 
all run sway to Auz-Cayes, witha view from 
hence to attack any of the weak points of the 
coast, follow up the attack as much as they are 
able, and, if they do not succeed, to plunder and 
re-embark. By the plundering of produce they 
pay for their muskets, of which, ast the present 
moment, there is in Part-au Prince a depôt of 
at least 12.600, as 1 have already manifested to 
your ezceliency in my last dispatch, on the au- 
thority of intercepted letters 

By this brief detail his mojesty will see, that 
if the rebels lose ground, they. re-concentrate, 
and are stronger tn the point which they attack, 
when we in reality are weaker. 

For a mament | request your ezeellency to 
cata glance over the statement of forces Ve- 
pezuela had when the inhabitants were attarh- 
ed to the dominian of the king, and you will find 
that they were more then double the number 
now acting there, when, at the same time, they 
are compelled to be fighting every day The 
game do [ say with regard to this vice roya'ty, 
and, according as H perceive on my march, the 
province cf Carthugena may remain faithful ; 
but the other towns end people wait only for an 
opportunity to pursue their eriminal designs, 
and particalarly the curates, of whom not a 
single good one is to be found. 

Î requested missionaries of his majesty, and Ì 
now add, that it will alsa be advisable to send 
out European curates and lawyers, for if this is 
to be carried on, it-must be done in ezactiy the 
same manner asin the first days of the con- 

vest. 

The necessity of traops, which [ have already 
$nformed your ezcellency in my dispatch No. 
153, the viceroyalty of Santa Fe labours under, 


ìs a positive fact, for if it were feasible now ta - 


eonquer the whole of this part of the country, 
ìt is not possible to leave the division of colonel 
Calzada, nor the vanguard on the right side of 
the river Magdalene, for they would go off to 


Venezuela, to increase the numbers of the enc-- 


my: But if it were possible for them to be 
marched to Peru, it is there they would be of 
the greatest service, as they are warlike ard 
susceptible of good discipline. though, for the 
present, they will have enough to do in Antio- 
quie, Popayan, and Choco. (Morillo here al- 
ludes to Creole troops.) 

Afl 1 have thosfar said is uader the impres- 
sion of the early arrival of troops, but if these 
are delayed, I cannot inform your excellency 
whut will be the number required. At present 
in Venezuela there are two points threatened, 
and they are of the greatest importance, viz. 
Margaritta end Guayana. In the first point 


the rebels are well directed, supplied with every : 


thing, and fighting in a bloody manner. The 
tranps of the king have found themselves com- 
pelled to act on the defensive ; and if Bolivar 
goes to thát island with the expedition be is 
forming at Aur Cayes, [ do not know what 
will be the fate of Margaritta, and afterwards 
of Cumaune. 

The attack on Margaritta is combined with 
that of Gaayana, where the enemy’s numbers 
increase ; they occupy & large circle round the 
Capital, intercept the cattle, and without fight- 


ing will compel the city to surrender, and be 
thereby greatly benefited, 1 considered this 
pravince to be of se mach impartence, that in 
Madrid 1 dared to tell his majesty, that, if it 
was lost, and occupied with a strong furce, Ca 
racas and Santa Fé would be in danger; and Î 
request your excelleney to cast a glance on its 
position, and remark that the rivers Oronoko, 
Apure, and Meta are navigable and navigeted 
toa greater distance than Ì was then in any 
way aware of ; look also to the Plains which 
the rebels command, and it is there that the 
cattte of all kinds are bred 

The rebels of Venezuela have adopted the 
system of haviig many end strong guerillas, 
which follow the plan of those we bad in Spain; 
and 1 foresee the assermbling of them all as soon 
as a chief ke Bolivar makes h's apprarance, of 
any other of reputation, end f th y then think 
we have been weakened they will act with ther 
whole forces. 

In Spain it is generally believed that it is on- 
Iy a few chiefs who hold the country in a state 
cf insurrection ; but, most excellent Sir, it Îs 
high me for you to think otherwise, ut least 
with regard to the provinces of Venezuela. 
There the Clergy. with the whole classes of so- 
ciety, are urged on to the same abject of inde- 
pendence, though they are blinded enough not 
to see they are working for the people of cotour; 
a blow wh.ch they wou'd already have struck, 
Four expeditian had not mide so timel!y an 
appearance. This «ame set of people ure vi- 
gorous, brave, eat any thing, und use no hospi- 
tals or ciothing, . 

[ do not believe the same obstinacy ezists in 
the vicerayalty, but it is at all times necessary 
to increase the troops, for the gerrisen of Car- 
thugenu consumes a great number of mer, und 
it is necessary fur it to be numerous, since, ec 
cording to what IT cun ebserve at present, the 
military force of the whole of New Grenada 


must be superior to what it was in the middle 


of the last century, 

If Margaritta is lost, the insurgents will for- 
tify it, and to reconquer it would r-quire an ex- 
pedition, whilst ìn the mean time the trade from 
thence to the Mexican Gulf would be left ez- 
posed to dangers. If Guayana should meet wich 
the same fate, the re-canquest would be still at- 
tended with greater difficulties; and if at the 
«ame time there <hou'd be a chief to direct the 
forces of Casanare and T'unje, and combine an 
attack on Peraguana, a province of Coro, | 
should anticipate nothing favourabie. to the 
arms af the king, But all these evils, on the 
eve of coming upon us, would be avoided by an 
increase being made to the ezisting farce af in- 
fantry nnd cavalry, and fresh supplies coming 
out. The erpeditions ought to touch in Mar- 
guritte, and then proceed aleng the coast. 

By the picture 1 have just drawer, [ do not, 
however, wish vour ezcellercy lo believe that 
itis my :ntention to sadden the heart of his ma- 
j*sty, but rather ta deubie the blow, in erder 
not to lose the fruits of such great ezpences as 
have been incurred, aes well as the centre of 
America ; for now, if through the protection of 
Divine Providence we are enabled to overcome 
the obstacles of hunger anda total want of 
means, no one ought to beso hardy as to flat- 
ter hìmself that the same could happen every 
day ; and now, since so much has been done, 
tet us hare men, muskets, und ammanition, in 
order that his mojesty’s dominions may at once 
be consolidated in these vast regions. Great 
attention ought to be paid to Venezuela, which 
in revalutions furnishes all the other provinces 
with chiefs and officers, since they are more 
daring and better informed than those of the 
other parts, for which reason greater strength 
is requisite in that captain generalship, from 
wlience the troops now in Verinas may then 
come on to Santa Fé, by roads which are fre- 
quented, though eztreme!y bad.

From General Blorillo to the Secretary of 
State, &c. at Madrid 
« Head Quarters, Ocafi:, March 27, 1816. 
MosT EXCELLENT SIR, 

I have given orders ta general Moxo to re- 
establish the Royal Audiencia of Caracas, with- 
out any delay, and in conformity to his majes- 
ty’s commands, having for this purpose sent an 
efficer from this point. 1 suppose by this time 
the measure will have been carried into effect, 
and Ì. have camplied with his majesty’s orders, 
issued, beyond doabt, onder an impressian that 
the tranqaillity of Venezuela could not be dis- 
turbed ; but I request his majesty to listen for 
a moment to the remanstrance of one of his 
most faithfal and devoted servants, who has ne- 
ver been withheld but by the dread of dis- 
piessing him, and who speaks from the expe- 
rience acquired in these countries now sa tar- 
baient.

« When the expedition onder my command 
appeared, every thing yielded, and apparently 
ali gratefuily acknowledged the clemency of 
the king, except the people of the Plains. On 
quitting the country with the expedition against 
Carthugeaa and Santa Fé, commations com- 
menced in the Plains, which have never been 
tranquil; and the Orenoko was crossed by Mo- 
nagas and Cedaûo, with a view to attack the 
capital of Guayana. In Cumana insarrectiogs 
b oke forth,and the rebels possessed themselves 
of Miuturin and Guiria, Still in every quarter 
the arms of the k.ng triumphed. 

“The island of Margarita, beyond doubt, 
instigated by the governor of Carthagena, with 
a view to free themselves from our threatened 
attack, raised the standard of rebellion, and un- 
fortunately it still waves there. This accident 
obliged the Guayana forces, which had already 
struek terror into the enemy, to asscmble, in 
order to restrain the audacity of the rebels. 
But in Guayana the latter have adopted th 
system of blockades, and Ì anticipate the most 
fatal consequences unless cur people receive 
sucenurs, 

«Your excelleney knows the great extent 
ard distance of Margaritta, Cumana, Barcelo- 
na, Guayana, and the Plains, and 1 flatter my- 
self that yoo will be astonisbed that a hundful 
of brave men have always heen able to obtain 
advantages over numerous and resolute rebels, 
who have nothing to dread from the inclemency 
er unhealthiness of the country, or that species 
of food so destructive to Buropeans. Undoubt- 
ediy the fate nf the viceroyalty of Santa F6 
decides that of Venezuela, but this must be by 
sending sueccours to the latter as Î have re- 
quested. The first point, however, is not yet 
sscertained, and the second cannot be expect- 
ed so soon, when at the same time it is te be 
feared that the enemy will triumph in Guayana 
and Margaritta, and Bolivar, with the expedi- 
tion fitting out at Auz-Cayes, will fallon « part 
of the coast where he hasa party, and on a long 
line, without any garrisan. What then, most 
excellent Sir, would be the fate of Venezuela ? 
The same as happened in the time of Monte- 
verde and Cajigal, when we should fall into 
that dilemma his majesty has sought to avoid 
by his private instructions, which is, that the 
honour and dignity of the Royal Audiencie 
shonld not be again exposed, and its members 
compelled to take shelter in foreign countries, 
to the detriment of the state. 

« According to various dispatches 1 have re- 
ceived, the provinces of Venezuela above quoted 
are in a total state of insurrection, and their in- 
habitants are committing such errors, as can- 
not be mentioned without shuddering. Our 
forces are few, and will only be able for a short 
time to restruin these rebels. The mastactive 
palice has served to nd out their plans, and 
prevent these wretches from introdueing them- 
selves inta those quarters which ere tranquil, 
and thus the want of forces has been in some 
meassre supplied, end for this purpose a sepa- 
rate and special committee has been formed ; 
yet this could not have been done if we had 
gone through all the forms, and these matters 
had been given in charge to the members of 
the Royal Audiencia, who are themselves 30 
much husied in objects which they may think 
more deserving of attention, bet which ure not 
so în the eyes af him who commands, and is 
responsible for the tenure of the country. 

« The general report of Monteverde’s feats 
being rendered null through the writings of the 
Hiscal of the Royal Audiencia in Valencia, ss 
far as regards Venezuela, is true, and I can 
prove it with authentic documents ; whence tha 
greatest evils have followed, to overcome which, 
no less than 20,000 victims have been sacrificed, 
as well as immense treasures, and from that 
time the blood-thirsty have refused all controul, 
nor heve we been able since to re-establish or- 
der, so eztensive and covered is the country. 
1 have adopted « variety of measures in con- 
formity tothe powers granted to me by his 
majesty, and which are partly or wholly con- 
trary to the laws of the Indies, though very ad- 
missible in Spain, vndoabtediy because the s0- 
vereign isnear. Forezumple, [ have demand- 
ed loans for the subsistence of the army, and 
have ordered mortgages to be given, which has 
been done in conformity to the opinions of the 
law officers, sad persons have been named to 
attend to the king’s intereste. Isay the same 
wich regard to the Municipalities, which at 
present Í have considered possessed of too great 
powers. from which serious injury might result 
by secret orders or advices being given ; since 
their members are all natives of the country, 
and not the settlers or conquerors, as in primi- 
tive times, 

«All these my determinations would be ob- 


jected to and destroyed by the Royal Audien- 


cia ss unconstitutionsl, and although the cap- 
tain general sustains them till the decision of 
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Two London papers have reached us 
of tbe 3d and Ah of July, from which we 
have extracted a few paragraphs, being the

From St. Thomas we learn, that 24 offi- 
cers, principally English, bad arrived at 
that island, with the intention of joling 
the Independents on the Main. 

Nine vessels, with troops, arrived at 
Puerto Cabello on Tuesday last, said to be 
from Cummana. General Monito has pro- 
ceeded from Cumaua, leaving a surall gar- 
rison of ereol troops in the place. Marmno 
was in sight of the town. 

We have given to-day, from the King- 
ston Royal Gazette, two Imtercepted Iet- 
ters, from General Morillo to the War 
Minister in Madrid, which will be read 
with much interest. From them it will 
be seen, that the General predicted up- 
wards of 17 months ago, what we know 
now to have taken place, vig. the capture of 
Guayana by the Patriots, ard the impos- 
sibiliiy of again reducing Margarita should it 
be fortified by the enemy, whieb prediction 
has been verified in the Generals late un- 
successful attack on that island. If the 
posture of the king’s affairs in these ex- 
tensive provinces was so distorted in March 
1316, what a picture would they exhibit 
at the present day were the truth known. 
The only reinforeements of any canse- 
quence arrived from Spain since the date 
ot these letters, we believe to be the 3.500 
men lately landed at Cunsana; Cicse have 
already bren employed in several engage- 
ments, wbich added to the destructive in- 
fluence of climate on tie coasts of Vene- 
zuela, particulariy on new comers, has 





considerably reduced thetr numbers. The - 


Patriots having gained the advantages an- 
ticipated by general Morillo, a fair conclu- 
sion may be drawn, from the iuternal evi- 
deuce vf these letters, that the Moval cause 
in Venezucla is now tottering; at least tt 
may be presumed, that Spain, without the 
assisistance vf some other power, does not 
possess imcans sufücieut to tranguilize that 
Country,

Sin—A naturel hatred to falsehood, de- 
eeption and intrigue, impelis me to notice 
tbe letter addressed to you by an vnknown 
character, who styles bimself tunpartial, and 
inserted in your paper of the öth iustant, 
pretending to inipose upon good faith mn 
affecting to give a correct and just account 
of the actual political and military state of 
Venezut la. . 

If there are some who employ all tbeir 
poliey in deleding the nations, and enter- 
taining them with apparent pictures, ima- 
ginary forces, aerial strength, and spurtous 
advantages, there are others whose probity 
and desire for the general interest of mau- 
kind, urge them to destroy falsehoods, and 
to exhibit to the world the genuine history 
of people, in order to preserve the relatiëns 
established among societies, free from those 
dangers which error generally creates. 

Indeed, Mr. Editor, the contradictions 
in the letter alluded to, its narratives, the 
statement of distances, the ideas introdu- 
eed in it without combination, give a strik- 
ing proof of the little knowledge wkich the 
author possesses of the matter on which he 
trcats, or of his being prepossessed by others 
who are interested 1 warping the judgment 
of the public. 

One of hijs most particular objects has 
been to persuade us, that during the inva- 
sion of Margarita, the Spanish forces suf- 
fered no damage whatever, while the In- 
dependents vn the coatrary remaincd en-

satisfied of bis great skiul in the art ol war, 
he considered te arduuus undertaking fer 
above the tulent of any subaltern general, 
and worthy of being committed only to the 
direetzon of his exeelleney in person. 

He actually executes she invaston; be 
assails, be resisis, he performs prodigies of 
valvur aud of slauginer, and at last iis €X- 


cellercy bebolds himself in the necessity, 


of escaping by tight, regaining his ships, 
and leaving every thing behind bim. ‘To 
wliom, Mr. Kdior, does the claim of the 
victory excius ely belong? Who in this 
cuze must have reaped tre advantages of 
the field? 4) which of tie two billigerent 
parties shall the political and jucicious 
world pey te honoss of the triumph? 
leave it to vou to decide, andastt is oot a 
difneult problem, it will be castly solved by 
he meanest capachies. 

The capture vf Guayana is a fact too 
publie and notorious to ve demied by bin, 
but af he pretends a seve.e engagement 
took place on the 16th July, in woich the 
loss of the Patriots exceeded 500 nien in 
killed only, it is but very natural to suppose 
that tut of the Royaltsts must have been 
thrice that number, when the capital was 
taken, when the Independents became n;as- 
ters of the whuie province, and when the 
reninant of. tbe Spanish army, with its 
chief went to scek shelter in Grenada, ha- 
ving not asingle «pot in tbe interior to which 
ey could have resorted in their flight — 
This is likewise a problem that will not 
fatigue the wind in its solution. 

But what 1 consider a problem beyond 
the power of man to solve, is the pretended 
deaih of gencral Bolivar. You have never 
seen a nuvel more badly framed than this, 
nat even tbe colours in which it is dressed 
could give it the appearance of probability 
or entertainment. If he died in the cam- 
paigu of the 16th, and his mule with its 
equipment was taken hy a Spanish soldier, 
he could not bave been killed by Piar ; and 
if it be a fact that general Bolivar fell a 
a victim to the latter’s resentnicnt, than the 
apparition and capture of the mule is al- 
together false, as it is not a matter to be 
believed that general Piar would make a 
sacrifice of that nature to the Spanish chiefs, 
whom lie certainly does not like much, and 
would, tberefore, not be inclined to flatter 
in any manner pleasing to their excellen- 
cies, _ However, as this fiction and tEe pro- 
pagation of other imaginary tales have been 
in reality the sole object of the letter, you 
will confer an obligation upon tbe public 
and myself, if you will condescend to give 
them some information upon this interesting 
subject. 

Since the. commencement of the revolu- 
tion in Venezuela, the Spaniards bave em- 
ployed their most strenuous endeavours to 
defame it, and to bring upon it the hatred 
of foreign nations, by affecting toapprebend 
the occurrence of the same horrid scenes 
on that continent, which had laid waste the 
colony of Guarico. kt is upon this foot- 
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ing that they have cemented the princi- 
pies of the war; it is upoa this foundation 
Wat they have supported the intestine di- 
visions of the country, and it is by means 
uf this vhantasm that they heve succeeded 
in terrifving a large nun:ber of Inceutious 
and week miinded people, susceptikle cf 
Every impression. 

Experience has proved (be fallacy cf 
trein affceted fears; the coloured people of 
Venezuel, naturally peaceable, have belich| 
tie revolutian of their political institutions 
with that admiration aud deferenee with 
wich «ll noen view tre amelioration of their 
exisience and Weir forture ; tamely submit - 
ted to tbe Cirectien of enlightened men, 
applied to their labours, to agriculture, and 
to their respective occupations; they bave 
scarcely Cesired any thing else than wbat 
might have been ceded without hesitaticn. 
Ia word, this pevple vreposed in the bo- 
sm of pesce, benguil and obedient to the 
goverement of the Repeblie, until Llemo- 
sas, a Spaniard, roused the slaves and co- 
loured peeple cf the east; Creresa those 
af the south3 ard, Boves tbuse of tbe 
Plains, effering to reward them with the 
riches ard properties of all tre white Ame- 
ricans wlium they should slay. 

bus. Mr. Editor. the Spentards alone 
Lave been tbe incendiaries of that fire, bet 
they bad afterwards tbe mortifecetien te see. 
ter intentions thoroughly known by tbiese 
wle m they had eropleyed, and by wbem 
ihev were at last forseken. Gereral Pier 
is in-capeble of harbourirg such sentiments, 
nav, be detests them ; he severely punishes 
them, amd Lis beart aspires to a glory that 
will not sufier itself to ke sullied by meen 
actians his character is too well krown, and 
it is the verw knowledge cl it that urges the 
“peuish agents to make bim an object cf 
korrer end suspicion. 1 ecovld furnieh you 
with a number of convincing proofs ef this 
truth, were I not restrained by the hiimits 
I have presciibed to myself in this Ictter, 
and by the delicacy of the matter. 

Previous to entering vpon the subject of 
general Mario, permit me, Sir, to explain 
tbe tepograpbical situation of Cumana ;— 
this is the capital ef that prevince ; to the 
westward of it, and at a very short distance 
the town of Cariaco is situated, and it is 
followed by that of Carupano in the same 
direction ; at a distance of many leagues is 
tbe coast of Guiria, wbich is very extensive, 
and forms the boundaries of tliat province. 

An army worsted in Guiria, has no other 
alternative than that of throwirg itself into 
the sea, or to wander through the impene- 
trable mountains and thickets which en- 
compass those territories ; it is, therefore, 
a circumstance totally false and impracti- 
cable, that Ximines should have defeated 
general Mariûo, in Guiria, and that the lat- 
ter should afterwards have taken posession 
of Cariaco; on the contrary, common sense 
dictates, that the Independant army could 
not lave cccupied this important position 
witbout having previously done away with 
all the enemy’s forces, which in Guiria, or 
in any other place, impeded their passage, 
unless such a phenomenon be supposed to 
occur for the first time in politics, that an 
army defeated and put to flight, should ad- 
vance and drive the victors from the prin- 
cipal places which they intended to defend. 

The sleep of Cini, Mr. Editor, was cer- 
tainly an unfortunate circumstance to tbat 
officer; it is only to his lethargy thaf gene- 
ral Marino is indebted for his victory over 
hin, of which we had not the least know- 
ledge ; but tell us, we pray you, was gene- 
ral Gongora asleep wben he was routcd 
and put to death by general Paez? Was 
his excellency general Morille asleep wlien 
this very Paez drove him back from the 
confines of the kingdom of Santa Fé, until 
enclosing him in the valleys of Aragua * 
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Was his excellency also asleep, when the 
famous island of Margarita chastised for the 
last time his struggles for reducing her to 
dust? Was brigadier Pardo asleep, wlien 
the people of Margarita compelled him to 
evacuate that island after losing many taou- 
sands of men? Were colonels La Torre 
and Zeruti asleep, when general Diar on 
the banks of St. Felix, burried uuder hts 
arms and standards the powerful army 
which they commanded? In a word, were 
Gorrin and Calzada asleep, when general 
Paez obliged them to abandon San Fer- 
nando de Apure, where they thought them- 
selves invincible ? What a curious way cf 
sleeping the Spaniard have, Mr. Editor, 
but that sleep is really a lethargy, which 
threatens an approaching dissolution of the 
body. 

It is very probable thet Calzaida is at the 
head of 3,000 men, fronting an equal num- 
ber under general Pacz, and that the reflux 
of the rivers may soon bring them to hostile 
operations ; but that lieutenant colonel Go- 
mez with 1,000 dragoons is posted near 
Calabozo and Nutrias, is a Circumstance 
far beyond the sphere of possibility, the for- 
mer is a city within the province of Cara- 
cas, the latter belongs to that of Varinas ; 
they are separated by a distance of 100 
icagues, which are divided by navigable 
riversand other impediments, consequently 
if that Spanish chief is near the one, he 
must necessarily be at a vast distance from 
the other, unless he enjoys the supernatural 
priviledge of being at the same time in dif- 
ferent places, similar to the apostle Santi- 
ago, who in other times appeared on his 
white horse, fighting every where in favor 
of the Spaniards, and kiling millions with 
his sword, as related in history. 

Iam very impartial Mr. Editor, and my 
heart is incapable of ever resisting the in- 
exarable power of truth. Í contess can- 
didly tbat af the present captain general of 
Caracas possesses liberal ideas, if he is pro- 
pense to good order, and to the establish- 
ment of a government founded on mild, 
equitable and conciliatory laws, his reign 
must be of short duration, and he must soon 
disappear from the limits which divide the 
continent of America. 

Notwithstanding his enlightened prin- 
ciples, he dares not be the arbiter of the 
fundamental laws of the monarchy. Net- 
ther circumcised nor uncircumcised, nay 
even strangers in general will not dare to 
tread on the domintons of H. C. Majesty in 
America, if they do not acknowledge as 
tbeir God the Popeof Rome—if they do not 
embrace his peculiar dogmas—if they da 
not purchase bulls to atone for their sins— 
if they do not order mass to be said (or the 
expiation of their crimes—and if they da 
not confess their weaknesses to the agents 
of God on earth, bequeathing to these at 
their decease a share of their property in 
this world, in order to receive a double share 
and perhaps a hundred times its vake in 
the next.

NEW DISCOVERIES, 


It is stated ina London peper that an artisan 
at Venice has discovered, or at least, asserts 
that he has discovered a means of propelling a 
vessel of any dimensions, either at sea or else- 
where, sguinst wind and tide, without the aid 
of sails, oars or steam, at the rate of siz miles 
an hour. In addition to this his machinery has 
the further advantage that it will secure the 
vessel from shipwreck, if timely notice of the 
danger is given. 

Mr. Degen, a watch-maker of Vienna, has 
invented a machine for flying in theaîr. Itis 
farmed of two kinds of pachutes of taffeta, 
which may be folded up or extended at plea- 
sure, and the person who moves them is placed 
in the centre. Mr. Degen has made several 
public experiments, and rose to a height of 54 
feet, flying in various directions with the celeri- 
ty of a bird. In one of his zerial excursions he 
was attacked by a flock of crows end with some 
dificalty descended withous injury, 


A chemist of Halverstadt is said to have dis- 
covered a mode of manufacturing an oil from 
Cabhage Seed, superiar to any vegetable ail 
now known—it equals in point of yellow colour 
and parity the finest ait of Provence—it is ino- 
dorous, and has a taste of Almonds, which dis- 
tinguishes it from the oil of rape seed—it may 
be substitated for olive oil in sallads and for 
other domestic uses. When used as lamp ail 
it gives a bright Hame without smoke. It is 
alsu verv ecunomical: a given quantity will be 
consumed much more slowly than the same 
quuantty of rape al within the same time. 

Gompendivus Arithmetic.— Mr. Von Syngel, 
of Gheat, having employed ten years of intense 
stuiy in order to simplify arithmetical calcula- 
tions, has succeeded in decompasing, producing 
aud reducing, in one minate, by means of 12 
figures, epsratons which required many hours 
and winnie coiumas of figures and fractions.

request, which 1 do under less fear of being 
charged with interested motives, than would 
happen to my successor. 

«Few persons are more sensible than my- 
zelf that a Militery Government is the most 
despotie and worse of all others. It is the 
most tyrannical and despotic of all; still it is 
the qoïckest in dispatch, and it is the one the 
rebels have theinselves adopted. What kind 
of government can be fitting fora people, who 
in what they write and do, evince that they 
will admit of no controul ; who have still paints 
in which they can command, and in whose 
country all is blood, destruction, and horrors? 
What ie suited toa country pecpled with re- 
bels, who improve every opportunity, & country 
from which the snbsistence of the soldier is te 
be derived, as well as the expences of the war 
for its reduction? Can what is required be 
obtained in any other manner? When it is ne- 
cassary to act with the rapidity usual in this ar- 
my. how can the time be spent in delibera- 
tions? When the provinces of Spain were in- 
vaded, what deliberation occurred ? Undoubt- 
edly, Sir, the mistake is in its having heen be- 
lieved by those who do not krow these conn- 
tries, and giveear to the emiesaries of the re- 
bels, that, by the mere appearance of the king’s 
troops, and acting with clemency, all would 
hasten to bless the happiness of such a day; 
but let Margaritta, Cumana, and Barcelona 
make answer ta those who have believed in 
such things, 

“At the present period, the tramrmels im- 

osed by the laws of the Indies on him who 
acts es commender in chief are completely ose- 
Jess, more particularly in Venezuela, The Ame- 
rican will not be commanded by any one who 
js not of bis own coûntry, less if he who seeks 
s0 to da isan European, less if he is a Spaniard ; 
and he only yields, to emergencies, and ôbeys 
the king, till another opportunity presents it- 
self. Every province in America, most excel. 
lent Sir, requires a different mode of governing. 
What is good for the kingdom of Santa Fé, 
produces no effect in Venezuela, notwithstan- 
ding they are contiguous. In the first there 
are few blacks and persons of colovr, in the lat- 
ter very few whites have been left, The inhe- 
bitant of Santa Fé has proved bimself coward- 
Iy and timid, when the other is daring end 
bloody. Io the vice-royalty a great deal has 
been written, and the Doctors have wished to 
settle all in their own way; but in Caracas 
they instantly draw their swords. Hence the 
different kind of opposition that has been met 
with, But in dissimulation and perfidy they 
are both alike. Possibly, the inhabitants of 
this vice-royalty would not have made so obsti- 
nate a resistance, if there had been no Vene- 
zuelians. Carthagena resisted in a most incre- 
dible manner, merely owing te these people. 
On the right of the river Magdalens, seversl 
bettles have been fought with troops orgsnized 
by Venezuelians. In the covered and sterile 
province of Antioquia, they have already twice 
declared a death war, and they have fortified 
the passes in concert with the Venezuelians. 
Santa Fé submitted and imbibed these bloody 
ideas through emissaries sent from Caracas. 
All, most excellent Sir, is the work of the Ve- 
nezuelians. In their own country they are 
fierce wild beasts, and, if they should happen 
to be well commanded, they will give vs work 
for a long time, and mach blood and treasure 
zmust be expended in their reduction. 

« When 1 arrived with his majesty’s expedi- 
tion, 1 was horror-strack on hearing of the 
heaps of dead bodies resulting from each action, 
won of lost; 1 conceived this animosity to be 
the work of two parties seeking to avenge 
themselves; l imagined the time had arrived 
when it woùlÂ be proper to display that cle- 
mency, so much recommended by his majesty, 
$hat vnezampled clemency, when this is the 


only side on which foreigners in the public pa- 
pers have not dared to attsck a nation, to 
which they sttributed the character of sangui- 
nary. Bat, Sir, what has been the result? 
New revolutions, fresh perfidy, and if, when the 
pacifiestion of this vice-royalty is ended, they 
submit, it will only be to wait for another 
more favourable time; but to attain this sub- 
mission on their part, more forces are necessa- 
rv, as T have often repeeted ; vou must not be- 
lieve this will be the wark of one day, but the 
result of great vigour and constancy. Itis now 
a war of blacks against wiites, 

«In presenting to his majesty this smell 
sketch of the state of Venezuela, end request- 
ing him to read what J have said on other oc- 
casions, I anticipate your ercellency will be 
convinced that this is not the moment to sepa- 
rate the chief command, bet, on the contrery, 
to give it more consistency and unity, not only 
because of decisions being thus mare safe and 
erpeditious, but beceuse when the motives of 
discordancy are removed, no want af enion 
will he experiencrd—a state cf things which 
tbe rebels from Mexico to Pern have known 
how to improve with the greatest sagecity; 
and, although Fean beast that emong chiefs of 
different arms 1 have been able to establish the 
greatest harmony, we cannot. et all times rely 
on such a phenomenon aa this. 

« [therefore consider it my duty to repeat, 
that in Venezuela the supreme authority ought 
to reside in one person—that it ougbt to be un- 
limited—that without delays and consequent 
evile, the tribunals cannot take vpon themselves 
the ordinary course of things, or establish the 
written law, till after the complete pacification 
af thaze provinces, which in a great measure 
may he considered in no other light than as a 
vast field of battle, on which force ooly decides, 
and in whieh the general, who commands the 
action, gains it by means of his tatent or for- 
tune; nor ougkt any one to dare to do any 
thing else than obey, be silent, and execute his 
orders. 

«[ go not wish ta deceive his mejesty, bot 
only that what has been gained may not be lest; 
and the rebels soon exterminated. Fer this 
purpose 1 convey the ideas [ have acquired 
fram erperience, and If should be heppy if my 
removal from the command might place me in 
a situation to do this without being suspected of 
personal motives; bat all my wishes make me 
hope my prognosties may nat turn ont false.

MARGARITA. 
Manifiesto to the impartial FVorld. 

Since God created the universe, ar this huge 
abode of mortals, from which perind we reckon 
an interval of more than sir thousand years, 
there have been revolutions which have afflic- 
ted it with the destruction of the human spe- 
cies, 

Venezuela occupies the last page in this 
dismal history. On the 19th April of the year 
1810, she toned the sacred bymn of ber eman- 
cipation, and among remarkable periods, she 
struggles against the strongest concussions to 
obtain it, 

Glorinus journeys —Brilliant and distinguish- 
ed conflicts are the most irrefragable proofs 
of Venezuelian valour. 

The island of Margarita, one of the principal 
and complete parts of the Confederated states, 
reared likewise the standard of henor, and 
walked upon the tracks of her fellow Citizens. 

On the 4th May of that same year, she 
deposed with the greatest moderation the 
Spanish commander; the same who at the 
entrance of Monteverde in Caracas, had been 
commissioned to sfMlict in the prisons of Puerto 
Cabello, among other Americans, the natives 
of Margarita, 

Carthagena supported the cause of Venezue- 
la in the year 1813 ; and a leader chosen by the 
suffrages of the people, marched forward to 
break ssunder the chains of his oppressed 
brethren. 

They all blessed the work of their libera- 
tor, but in opening a new campaign, this same 
people was doomed again to suffer mournful 
vicissitudes ; their unfortunate emigration, 
witnessed by the windward islands, presents 
one of the mast melancholy pictures of honest 
families breathing by the mercy of foreign na- 
tions, whose generosity is stamped in the heart 
of every good American. 

If Providence, casting an eye of com passion 
on their sufferings, should one day grant them 
the well deserved chart of their liberty, that 
they may have a goverkment of their own to 
secure and protect the sacred rights of man, 
they shall by distinguished benefits requite the 
religious hospitality, which has been afforded 
to them by these friendly colonies,

The circle of their revolution is not yet closed. 
This furious vulcan is still emitting dreadfot 
flames, —The independents are ambitiaue of 
their tibertys—thev demand to hold a seat 
among natioas ; death canrot discourage them ; 
they laok upon her as a relief from igneminy. 

Notwithstanding these liberal “ideas, there 
ere degenerated Americanr, who stooping 
servilely before the false idols of Iberia, have 
caused innnmerable evils to the soil which gave 
them birth. 

Against these only are directed the pointed 
steel of the Freemen; their names are by an 
vnanimeus voice erased from the number of 
beings whn benutify nature. 

To conquer or to die is the alternative of the 
children of the Great Columbia; although 
struck bv a panie, some of the Eastern peop:e, 
have lately separated from the coalition, while 
Mergaritn amid the hazards of war, looked up 
to them fora brave defense of their country, 

The eity of Cariaco fell, in a manner not to 
be conceived, and her disorders may infect the 
adjacent countries. Ta preserve that union, 
an which so highly depends the safety of the 
states, Margarita received in her bosom the 
tupreme government of Venezuela, convoked 
by general Marifo, but on the Slst May last 
twelve days after its êstablishment, it with. 
drew from Margarite, end Ja cur squadron 
proceeded towards Maturins and the island 
fluctuating alone, in the middle of dangers, 
blackaded st that time by two cortettes and 
five brigs, and threatened by a fresh naval 
force, far from desponding, confirmed the aath 
of the 17th November, when with on/y fourteen 
muskets. she defeated in 10 pitched battles, 
the formidabte hosts of general Morillo. Three 
“T'housand Republicans whom the world has 
admired for their bravery, are this day with 
arms in their hands, determined to repel with 
undaunted vigaer the attacks of tyranny. 

Margarita will be reduced to ashes, but 
she shall not be enstaved.— Tie enemy have 
swarn her destruction, and it eppears that she 
will soon have to walk through the glorious 
field of Mars. She calls to the unprejudiced 
nations, once more to fiz their eyes upon her, 
and to be the sperctators of this new and inte- 
resting scene, which shall not less ercite their 
admiration, than that which kad diffused fear, 
terror, and confusion among those who swore 
to inthrall ber, 

Great end Generous Nations! Suffer not 
the phalanxes of oer invaders to complete their 
baneful purposes—to destroy the peaceful 
inhabitants of Margarita. Hare compassion 
ye men of the present age, on « «mall city 
which has given to the world süblime lessons 
of civic virtues and if by your generosity, she 
should be enabled to stand this glorious trial 
she swears before héaven and earth, that the 
wise and valorous Greece, were it now to exist 
in the meridian of its former glory, which had 
attracted the admiration of the world, it should 
daubtless envy the great sacrifices, which the 
illastrious defenders of Margarita have been 
known to offer at the hallowed shrine of liber- 
ty, erected by the New World in the 19th

FROM THE FRENCH PAPERS. 

« Lord Clanwilliam end captain Gordon 
goïng post from Vienna to London upon a dí- 
plomatic mission, were stopped and robbed of 
all their effects between Pagney sur Meuse 
and Void. Every effort is making to discover 
the robbers. ‘The effects were of great value. 

« There were among the effects four packets 
of papers belonging to lord Clanwilliam, a 
great deal of specie, jewels, letters addressed 
to the Duke de Richelieu, the Countess de 
Carneville, &c. 

Calais, June 21—The Russian squadron 
which has arrived at Calais is composed of 8 
vessels of 74 guns, and a frigate. Several per- 
sonages of distinction have tuken advantage of 
this opportunity to come to France by sea : the 
count de Maistre, the Sadinian ambassador in 
Russis, the general-in-chief Fensh, the countess 
of Razumowski, the wife end family of general 
Baron de Jomini, M‚ Bourgeois, French coneul 
at St. Petersburgh, &c. &c. 

An individual, very remarkable both to ses 
and hear, has also arrived with the Russian 
squadron. Heisa native of Bordeauz, and is 
named Joseph Cabris, Embarked in 1792, on 
board the privateer the Dumourier, he was ta- 
ken by the English, and subsequent!y enrolled 
in the corps of emigrents in tbe English service. 
He formed part of the erpedition to Quiberon, 
saved himself by swimming, and regained the 
English frigates.— On returning to London he 
engaged as an under officer on board « mer- 
chant vessel for a long voyage. ‘This vessel was 
lost at the Marquesas (or Marquis of Mendo- 
za’s Islands), end an Englishman end he alone 
were saved, Received by the inhabitants of 
one of those islands, to which he gave the name 
of Nacaibs, he was adopted by them, and tat- 
tooed from head to feet like the rest ot the is- 
landers. They gave him in marriage the 
daugbter of the king, and he lived nine years 
with these savages perfectly happy, having in 
abundance fruits without the trouble of culti- 
vating them, and living on the produce of the 
bread tree and fish. These people ore Anthro- 
pophagt, and eat the prisoness whom they take 
ìn war, He has seen several of these repasts, 
of which he gives circumstantial details, as well 
as of the manners of the natives. The Russian 
captain Krosenstern touched at this island in a 
voyage round the world,and took him on board. 
He left the island vf Nacaiba with regret. He 
was landed at Kamtschatke, and entered the 
Russian service as « lieutenant in the navy. He 
now returns to France, and intend: retiring to 
Bordeaur, his native place. The tattooing 
with which his skin is marked, from the forc- 
head to the feet, is done with art, ‘The designs 
of it wre considerably varied, and traced wich 


much neatness.
